Later Governor Alsgeld issued the fol 


lowing proclamation: 
To the People of the State of Illinois, and 
, Especially Those of the City of Chicago 


There is great distress growing out o 


the want of food in and around the towi 
of Pnllman. More than a thousand famt 
lies, or ia the neighborhood of 6,000 people 
are utterly destitute—nearly four-nfths o 
them are women autl children. The men 
h«<-endeavored to get work, but were un 
able to do so.

AM a rule the men are a superior class o: 


laboring people—industrious, capable ant 
«t«a[ly, and some of them have worked for 
thi Pullman company for more than 1( 
jan. Those who have been given work 
CM get food, but are still in such »n im- 
poverished condition that they can not 
htlp their neighbors if they would. The 
relief society is unable to get more sup 
plie^ Ou last Saturday it gave to each 
family t\vo pounds of oatmeal and twc 
pounds ot commeol, and having nothing 
left, it suspended operations, leaving the 
people ia aa absolutely helpless. condition. 
The county commissioners of Cook county, 
overseers of the poor, have rendered some 
awistaace, but, owing to limited appropria- 
tion, they can furnish relief but for a snort 
time. 


V7e can not now stop to inquire the 


Muae of this distress. Tha good people ot 
tbis state can not allow women and chil- 
dren by the hundreds to perish ot hunger. 
I therefore call upon all humane and char- 
itably disposed citizens to contribute what 
they can toward giving relief to these peo- 
ple.

The governor has also called on the 


commissioners of Cook county to do all 
in their, power in the matter. 


The correspondence between Gov- 


ernor Altgeid and Mr. Pullman began 
law onnday, when in response to a 
number of appeals made to hi™ by Pull- 
«uui strikers for assistance. Governor 
JUWeld sent a lengthy telegram to Mr 
Pullman calling his attention to the sit- 
uation as set forth in the appeal and 
wring of the strikers: 


It is claimed they struck because after 


years of toil their loaves were so reduced 
that their children went hungry. Admlt- 
ttag that they were wrong and foolish, 
U»y had yet served yon long and well and 
you must feel some interest in them. They 
do not stand on the same footing with you;

"No agents"—snch are the 


final words of this nobleman's adver- 
tisement, pnt in just as any trader born 
and bred might put them in. This de- 
scent from aristocratic seclusion into the 
arena of commercial conflict is not con- 
fined to the male portion of onr nobility. 
Titled ladies under disguised names 
carry on millinery establishments and 
ran cafes. Their dainty fingers, too, aro 
not above manipulating flowers for 
profit 
So generally indeed has the 


sacred thirst for gold infected tho upper 
ten that, whereas they were wont to be 
accused of living in idleness, they are 
now aeonsed of taking tho bread out of 
the mouths of those who depend entirely 
upon business for their support. 


Far beneath theso noble ranks can be 


traced a similar descent Street music, 
for instance, used to be discoursed by 
the utterly Abject and broken down. 
Now men and women warmly olatl and 
well fed go about with organs. Troops 
of niou sing, rattle the bones and do a 
breakdown iu public thoroughfares to 
the tuuo of not loss than the better part 
of a sovereign a day por-man.

A Kvw l)«i For Xatnral C««. 


The possibilities of natural gasevi 


dently have not yet been exhausted 
Tho latest use which would seem to 
have been found for it is the making 
of ice, tlie idea being to simply ex 
pand the gas from its usually high 
initial pressure down to or near tha 
of the atmosphere, nature having 
done all the preliminary work o: 
compression and cooling, making the 
gas Teady to absorb heat from its 
surroundings immediately upon be- 
ing released from confinement. Al 
that would be necessary would be 
suitable coils or chambers into which 
the gas could be allowed to expand. 


It has been calculated out quite 


plausibly—in fact, that with an ordi 
nary gas well, furnishing 1,500,000 
cubic feet per day, something like 50 
tons of ice could be turned out daily 
at an expense of about 50 cents a ton 
The gas loses nothing butitspres 
sure, retaining all its calorific value 
and hence all its virtue for rolling 
mill and glass works use, for heat- 
ing brick, lime and pottery kilns anc 
the endless number of other furnaces 
to which it is adapted. In a certain 
way, therefore, the gas may be re- 
garded as affording something foi 
nothing—a desideratum, to which 
many in this world ^re constantly 
looking forward.—' suier'g Maga- 
zine.

liey Are ?Tot ns Common an Uany Pcrioiu 


Slay Suppoao. 


Singularly exaggerated ideas ooncern- 


ng the adulteration of food are very 
;enerally held, according to Dr. H. W. 
Wiley, chemist of tho United States de- 
partment of agriculture. Saad, for in- 
rtance, is not sold with sugar—at least 
n the United States. 


Tha granulated npcl lamp sugars in 


ha market aro almost absolutely pure, 
owdoced sugar sometimes, though rore- 
y, contains a littlo flour or starch, and 
ow grade sugars are impure, chiefly 
hrough tho molasses and water they 
are made to absorb in manufacture. 


Not as good a report can be given of 


irupa There is very little pure maple 
irup, most of v/hat is sold as such be- 
ng a mixture of glucose or oaaa sirups, 
rtitb a small proportion of the product 
f the maple, while in an imitation ao- 
:ually protected by a patent the mapla 
over ia given by an extract of hickory 
ark. Liquid honey is largely adnlter- 
tecl with glucose. 
Of comb honey,

service of a friend. His was a gen- 
erous and true manhood.

Under the new treaty 
China claims tbe right to enact against 
Americans exclusion laws similar to OI^B 
against the Chinese, if sho feels disposed 
to at any time. This was the clause o* 
the treats' that met most opposition, 
though it ifi fair enough in the face of 
our ironclad, laws against Chinese im 
migration. An American would be 
very unreasonable, not to nso a stroagor 
word, who should object to it.
